"Others apparently believe that 


he was indifferent to higher educa- 
tional advantages. Still others as- 
sume 
that, 
if living 
today, 
he 


would be opposed to such require- 
ments, while nearly all take it for 
ranted that, if born in 1909 instead 
f 1809, Lincoln would have found 
It impossible to meet our modern 
standards, and, as a consequence, 
his matchless service and inspira- 
tion would have been lost to the 
country. 
"Few of these questioners have 


considered the differences between 
the 
opportunities 
for 
education 


which 
Lincoln possessed in 
his 


pioneer surroundings a century ago, 
and 
the 
opportunity 
which 
he 


would have anywhere in America 
today. 
Nohe of them 
has ade- 


quately compared the demands for 
professional success imposed on the 
legal profession today with those of 
the Old Eighth Circuit in Illinois 
three quarters of a century ago. 


Hard to Appreciate. 


"Scarcely any have appreciated 


Lincoln's own attainment by self- 
instruction and his attitude toward 
higher education. 


•'A license to practice Ia^ was is- 


sued to Abraham Lincoln by two of 
the justices of the Supreme court: 
of Illinois 
on September 9, 1836. 


Admission to the bar in Illinois was 
then governed by a statute enacted 
in 1833 under which the only re- 
quirement for the granting of such 
;i license was a certificate ot the 
applicant's 
good moral 
character 


trom the court of some county in 
the 
state 
No examination v,as 


held as to Lincoln's knowledge of 
the law, and it is said that 
the 


traditional dinner sometimes given 
by the applicant did not take place. 


Dean Jones 
traced the 
various 


steps in Lincoln's career, pointing 
out the influence directed upon him 
by the men with whom he came in 
contact, particularly his law part- 
ners, and his almost unquenchable 
desire for 
knowledge. He studied 


continuously, and learned something 
from every man he had much com- 
merce with, Jones said. 


"His zeal tor self-education never 


ended. Shakespeare, Euclid, a rhet- 
oric and an ulgebra were his com- 
panions in the zenith of his profes- 
sional career. 


"His first platform for election to 


the Illinois legislature, 
expressing 


his views in 1S32 while a clerk in 
New Salem, contains these words: 
'Upon the subject of education, not 
presuming to dictate any p.ay or 
system respecting it, I can only say 
that I view it as the most import- 
ant subject which we as a people 
can be engaged in.' 


"Lincoln 
never attended a law 


school. In 1832, when he commenced 
the study of law there were only 
three law schools In America. Lin- 
coln probably had never beard of a 
law school when he was admitted 
to the bar in 1837. Probably not a 
iingle lawyer In Illinois had 
ever 


been inside a law school. But Lin- 
coln several times advised law stu- 
ents as to their course of study. 
Why didn't he advise them to go. to 
law school' The answer is .simple. 
In the first place, there was no law 
school In Illinois, nor 
apparently 


any attempt at one, until the organ- 
ization of the Union" College 
of 


Law in 1859, when Lincoln's career 
at the bar was practically over. 


A Clearer Answer. 


"The clearer answer is found 
in 


what he did for his own son. 


"When 
Robert 
graduated from 


Harvard college, did Lincoln send 
him out to Lincoln and Herndon's 
office to pursue his studies under 
Lincoln's partner? No. He sent him 
to the Harvard Law 
School, and 


there the son regained until he en- 
tered the Union army in the closing 
days of the Civil war. Lincoln did 
not want his son trained as he had 
been." 
Lincoln made one more expression 


regarding 
college 
training. Dean 


Jones said. This was following 
a 


celebrated case in which he came 
in contact with college men, and 
was forced to "play -second fiddle." 


"After the trial was over Lincoln 


invited a friend 
from Illinois 
to 


walk with 
him. For 
block after 


block he walked rapidly forward, 
not saying a word, evidently deepli' 
dejected. At last he turned to his 
companion, exclaiming, 'Emerson, I 
am going- home to study law.' 'Why,' 
his companion exclaimed, 'Mr. Lin- 
coln, you stand at the head of the 
bar in Illinois now! What are you 
talking about? 'Ah, yes,' he said, 'I 
do occupy a good position now, and 
I think I can get along with the 
way things are done there now. But 
these college-trained men, who have 
devoted their whole lives to study, 
are coming west, 
don't you see? 


They will soon be in Illinois . . . 
I am going home to study law! 
I 


an as good as any of them and 
when they get out to Illinois I will 
be ready for them."

CELEST1NE TH1EBAUT. 
Few present day citizens of Lin- 
coln have seen more of the develop- 
ment of the city than Celestine 
Thiebaut. He came ^o the state in 
]8C6 and moved to Lincoln in 186'J. 
He was a native of France, having 
been born in Lorraine on May 19, 
1835. 
In 1856 he landed -at Xew 
Orleans and on the following New 
Year's Hay arrived in Kansas. He 
enlisted in .the eighth Kansas regi- 
ment during the first year of the 
Civil war, in which he served for 
three years, ten months and fifteen 
fiays. He saw many things of great 
irtcrest in the settlement of tho 
Kansas question and became im- 
pressed with the 
promise of th* 
western plains. 
From Kansas he 


moved to Omaha, whore 'ie was en- 
gaged in the giocery business ar 
Sixteenth and Harney street. 
Mr. Thiebaut mar: led Margaret 
Dollard of Omaha in 1867. On Aug- 
ust 25, 1869, ho moved to Lincoln 
and bought a lot at the present lo- 
cation of the Savoy hotel. He paid 
$550 for tins piece of pioperty, when 
he could have secured 
an equal 
amount of space on O street for half 
the sum. Ho bolieved that P street 
would be the main street of the nc\y 
city, but looked back on his error 
with calm philosophy. Pie built a 
store at this location and was en- 
gaged in business many years. The 
hrick cottage which still stands at 
1029 C street uas built by Mr. Thie- 
baut, where he made his home for 
thirty-two years. 
Mrs. Thiebaut died in September, 


1323. 
He passed away March 11, 


3910, at the age of 90. lie leaves 
three daughters, Mrs. T. J. Hensley, 
j;rs. F. B. Bailey of Lincoln, and 
Mrs. M. Kilpatrick of Los Angeles 
Gal., and three grandchildren. 
Mr. Thiebaut had two grandsons 


in the "World war. 
The younger 
went to France, where he d'ed in 
Mr. Thiehaut's native country. The 
eider served- twenty-two months at 
Kelly Field, Si'-n Antonio, Tex. They 
were the sons of Mrs. Hensley.

The statute as amended in 1923 
provides not only th»i banks shall 
pay no more than 4 per cent inter- 
est, but it makes any bank officer 
or employe who pa}-s money or 
renders service in excess thereof, 
whether for the bank or by him- 
self nersonally, as all extra induce- 
ment for Depositors to put money 
in the bank, or retaining it, guilty 
of a. felony and subject to a fine 
of $100 or m'ore ,or by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary not ex- 
ceeding 3 years, or both. 
The further specific proviso is in- 


eluded that no deposit made in vio- 
lation of these provisions shall be 
under the guaranty fund's protec- 
tion. 
It is believed 
that with 
these 


changes the law is -now 
"hogr- 
tight" and that nobody who col- 
lects unlawful interest from a bank 
hereafter can get his claims allowed 
from the guaranty fund, in case 
of the bank's failure.

Lincoln has had five unsolved 


mysteries within the last half doz- 
en jears. Some remain over frora 
longer years than that 
The state 


has had many, a half dozen of 
them within six years, several of 
that number within the last two 
or three years. 


"With Frank Sharp bound over to 


district court on a charge of first 
degree murder, to which he pleaded 
not guilty, our thoughts are turn-( 
ing to other murders in this city, 
particularly to those for which a 
solution has never been found. One 
or two are of long 
>ears 
ago; 


others are history of only yester- 
day, so swiftly does time ago. 


Death For Three Dollars. 


Before the Sharp murder of ten 


or eleven days ago, the most re- 
cent crime for which the murderer 
has escaped penalty was that of 
J. F. (Dad) Powell, who lost his 
life in being robbed of three dol- 
lars and a few cents. A taxi driv- 
er, sixty-six years of age, he was 
called to Eleventh and O streets 
on the night of December 27, 1924, 
to take a fare to University Place 


Arrived in the suburb, the ban- 


dit told the driver to go east on 
Sixteenth street for six or seven 
blocks, and they 
-vveat 
north a 


couple of blocks. Bcfoie Mr. Pow- 
ell could speak, the man hit him 
six or se\en times with a heavy 
black jack, which cut through the 
stout felt hat he was Wearing. 


The bandit took a life for $3, all' 


that Mr. Powell had -with him. 


Convinced that he had no more, 


the man got out. and Mr. Powel' 
drove on. A week later he died from 
meningitis caused byTils wounds, at 
first not thought so serious, and the 
pleasant-speaking 
stranger 
who 


went Into the winter night has never 
been found. 


On a Sunday night in January, 


1891, John Sheedy, popularly known 
as "the king of gamblers," went out 
on his fron^ porch, when someone 
stepped up and hit him over the 
head with a club.

Murder or Suicide? 


Martha Luckhardt was found at 


the South street 
crossing- of the 


Rock Island tracks, October 16, 1922.

was never established, and a doubt 
yet exists as to whether her death 
was caused by murder or suicide. 
She remained until midnight Sunday 
at the home of Lincoln friends, and 
then, efacorted by a family friend.

on are unknown.

street. As the story was told by 
his thiee 
companions, they were 


driving along when they passed an- 
other car containing a man and & 
woman, and one of the quartet said: 
' What are you doing." At this re- 
mark they stopped their car a fow 
feet ahead ot the other one, 
and 


Coplen started 
to alight. 
As he 


stepped out, the driver of the other 
car fired, the boys said. 


In the excitement of the moment, 


the man who-fired started his car, 
and drove off, without attracting at- 
tention. No description was obtain- 
able of the murdered, and no one 
secured the license number of th« 
car. 
Coplen died at 9 o'clock the 


next morning. 


The motive? 
None 
can «ay. 


Officers had warned young 
men 


against impersonating ofiflcers and 
accosting cars parked along- 
the 


road, and perhaps the driver feared 
arrest. Possibly, he feared that ha 
wras about to be held up, with dan- 
ger to his companion. 
And—per- 


haps—he was protecting the name 
of the woman with him, and be- 
came a fugitive for her sake.

Warning To Bankers 


Of United States. 


Says Gold Loaned Cannot 


Be Returned Unless 
Great "Upheaval." 


WASHINGTON, 
March 27.—(I. 


N. S.)—The billions of American 
dollars that American bankers have 
sent across the Atlantic to rehab- 
ilitate sagging European industries 
and support tottering 
European 


governments have gone to stay— 
and it will lake another vast eco- 
nomic upheaval, such as the world 
war, to bring them back. 
This frank opinion and impliea 


warning was voiced today by Sen- 
ator Smoot, republican of Utah, m 
explanation of his statement in the 
senate that private loans the bank- 
ers are now making to Europe can 
not be paid"—a statement that had 
Wall street buzzing angrily about 
the treasury's ears today. 
Vastly disturbed over Smoot s 
observation, -the bankers bombarded 
treasury officials today for an ex- 
planation of it, evidently fearing it 
forecast ' another 
administration 


move to restrict the 
outflow of 
American capital 
abroad. 
The 
bankers also were disturbed over 
the possible effect of the statement 
on the foreign security market. 


No Means To Repay. 
/ 
Smoot said he did not mean that 
the debts would be repudiated out- 
right, but rather that there will be 
no recovery of the principal of these 
vast loans for generations to come 
because Europe does not possess 
the means to repay them and has 
no way of securing the means Cit- 
ing the recent $100,000,000 loan to 
Italy by J. P. Morgan & Co ,—al- 
ready a sore subject in senate de- 
bate—e.s an example, Smoot said: 


"This amount of money will "al- 
ways be borrowed It will never be 
repaid by Italy out of her resources 
or her national savings. 
"She will never send back that 


$100,000,000 in gold unless a great 
calamity should overcome America. 
Under present conditions the Mor- 
gan loan can only be repaid through 
an exchange of credits, and Italy 
may have to make a new loan from 
some other source to establish even 
those credits. 
"As a matter of fact, the $100,- 


000,000 loan will remain an obliga- 
tion ^omewhere in the world for 
generations to come " 
While Senator Smoot's explana- 


tion of his statement that the loans 
"cannot be paid" served to partially 
allay the excitement in banking cir- 
cles, it also served to bring to the 
forefront in Washington again the 
agitation that has been more or less 
always present in congress for def- 
inite legislative action to curb Wall 
street's foreign loans, made with the 
dollars of American investors. 
American investments abroad, in- 


cluding loans of all kinds but ex- 
cluding war debts, now total more 
than $10,000,000,000 
A tremendous amount of this has 


gone abroad since the war. 
Several times in recent years the 
administration has had to call a 
halt on indiscriminate loans to the 
European cities and states, 
and 


there now an almost a complete 
though unofficial embargo on loans 
to French, German and other con- 
tinental cities. 
This phase of international bank- 
ing and finance will* be discussed at 
some length in the senate 
next 


week when it resumes consideration 
of the Italian debt settlement. 
A 


number of speeches are now being 
prepared by senators that will at- 
tack the bankers for unloading mil- 
lions of dollars in foreign securit- 
ies in the American investment tleld 
for the fat commissions such trans- 
actions involve, and without par- 
ticular regard for the ultimate well 
being of the investor.

A Pre-Easter Reflection On 


How Christianity Works 


8. Sheba, a non-Christian, wrote 


as an editorial for The Japan Times 
and Mail, one of Tokyo's great na- 
tive dailies, of which Mr. Sheba is 
editor-in-chief, the occasion beln« 
the arrival of Dr. John R. Mott on 
his sixth visit to Japan. 


"It Is cpmmon enough to say that 
Japan has won her present place 
In the world through her prowess 
at arms, as tf mankind had no crit- 
erion for judging the greatness of 
a people but the brute instinct .to 
kill each other. 
No, that Is not 
the only criterion, nor yet the main 
criterion. There is a higher stand- 
ard, indeed, the highest standard, 
namely the quality of civilization. 
What is is that has given Japan 
her present civilisation? It may be 
claimed that Japan ha« had cen- 
turies of oriental civilization, that 
has prepared her to rise to a higher 
plane of humanity and enlighten- 
ment. But no amount of sophis- 
try will hide the fact that It is the 
Christian 
-workers and 
Christian 


civilization that have lifted Japan 
above the darkness of old Ideas 
and backward 
customs and put 
her on the path of progress and 
higher 
culture. 
"Modern 
Japan 
may have, been an apt pupil; but 
she has had her days of tutelage 
and her tutors have been neither 
Buddhists nor Confucianists, 
but 
the Christians with their Christian 
civilization. 
Thirty years ago WP 
had extraterritoriality removed, not 
because we nad our own enlight- 
ened judiciary system, but because 
we went heart and soul into mas- 
tering and adopting the Christian 
system and ideas of justice. 
"We 
are today received to all practical 
purposes, ((except alas, in emigra- 
tion question) as equals in the most 
advanced centers of the world's civ- 
ilization, and that not because we 


are the descendants of. people of 
the highest bravery, with a noble 
code of chivalry, but because we 
have succeeded in assimilating the 
Christian standard of ethics and 
morality as well as Christian good 
manners. 
"Let us ask then who It was that 
taught us in this struggle for up- 
lifting ourselves. 
The answer is 
perfectly simple. 
The Christians 
and Christian ideas of love, human- 
ity, justice and propriety, therefor?. 
Christianity. 
Japanese Christians 
professing their belief In the Bible 
and going to churches may not be 
very large; but the Japanese men 
and women who think as good 
Christians do without knowing It 
and are propagating and acting up 
to Christian ideas are innumerable. 
In fact it may be said, without ex- 
aggeration .that if Christianity as a 
religion be making but a slow pro- 
gress In Japan, the Christian Ideas 
may be said to have already con- 
quered the country. 
"Take the Christmas festival, for 
instance, it is fast becoming a na- 
tional 
institution, the 
traditional 
idea of celebrating the anniversary 
of the birth of the Lord of Peaces 
appealing strongly to the Japanese 
sentiments. In Tokyo, at all events. 
the Christmas season has become 
one of rejoicing and fraternity. Or 
take 
fiction and 
magazine and 
newspaper articles 
for 
popular 
reading; in Japan one cannot help 
being astonished to see to what 
extent their writers are guided by 
Christian ideas. 
"For this Christian conquest, of 
which we are not ashamed, we must 
admit that we owe It to Christian 
workers, foreign and Japanese, es- 
pecially workers like those who are 
represented by our great 
visitor, 
Dr. John B. Mott, now in our 
midst."

Bange never delivered the 
stock, 
but gave her personal receipt for 
the money, saving the stock

Then as dividends fell due she met 
them promptly.

Nebraska has come _itt for some more undesirable 


advertising, in'which conditions in the agricultural 
belt are presented -adversely and untruthfully. 


This time it 16 the New York Evening Post, a paper 


of high-standing and prestige m the eastern fman 
cial field, which offends. 


In a recent issue of that publication, under flaring 


headlines, the statement is made: 
"Nebraska Corn 


Loss Put at $100,000,000 
Farr srs,' who held corn 


which was selling for 75 cents a bushel, awaiting 
relief legislation, bemoan drop to 45 cents," it is said. 


Then follows a special dispatch under an Omaha 


dateline, in which it is set forth that farm relief 
measures which have not materialized have already 
cost the state of Nebraska nearly $100,000,000 
More 


than 113,000,000 bushels of last year's crop are still 
on the farms. "Farmers have suffered because this 
corn was not sold last fall. Business men. have suf 
fered because the farmers have not been able to payj 
their debts and buy new things. George O'Malley, 
of Greeley, Neb , member of the legislature, says his 
business has dropped 50 per cent. At harvest time 
last fall the corn could have been sold for about 75 
cents a bushel. Now the price is about 45 cents. On 
the corn which still remains, in their hands, Nebraska 
farmers have already lost probably $35,000,000. 
On 


corn sold at lower prices than could have been ob- 
tained earlier there' has been a probable loss of be- 
tween $15,000,000 and $20,000,000." 
• f * 


Now what are the facts? 
On Saturday, March 20, the day this dispatch was 


sent out of Omaha, cash corn was selling on the 
Omaha market for 61 1-2, 62 to 62 1-2 cents a bushel 
for the best grades and 55, 55 1-2 to 56 cents a bushel 
for the poorest There -was very little corn being sold 
in Nebraska for less than 50 cent- a bushel. 


Even more ludicrous and misleading is the assump- 


tion that Nebraska markets her corn crop on the 
cash market She disposes of a relativelv small per- 
centage of it m this fashion. Over the 10-year period 
from 1916 to 19H6, Nebraska has marketed less than 
a third of her corn crop as cash corn, according to 
A. E. Anderson, the federal crop statistician in this 
state. The percentage sold as cash corn has ranged 
as low as 15 per cent in a single year, when feeding 
has been extraordinarily heavy. It has not exceeded 
35 per cent at any time in the last ten years, Mr. 
Anderson reports 
The March 1st estimate of the 


federal statistician, covering the 1925 crop, shows that 
26 per cent of last year's crop will be marketed as 
cash corn. 


Every bushel of corn fed to hogs in Nebraska will 


net the farmer approximately $1 a bushel for his 
crop, Mr. Anderson says 
That fed to other kinds of 


live stock will yield slightly less but a conservative 
estimate in his judgment is that the portion of the 
crop which is fed, or approximately three-fourths of 
it, will return the farmers of this state 90 cents a 
bushel for his corn. 
• # * 


Well-informed men in the east know Nebraska 


markets very little cash corn, and they are also aware 
of the fact that feeding conditions in this state, among 
the live stock men, are more favorable than they 
have been at any time since the fall of 1920, Just 
prior to the first slump in prices 


But among those who are not in a position to know 


the facts, information such as is contained in tho 
Post dispatch -works irropaiable and incalculable 
hai m. 


This state is not in distress. Conditions have been 


steadily and consistently improving since the first 
depression, resulting from the drastic and disastrous 
deflation program which threw farm prices out of 
gear with other lines of industry. 
Nebraska was 


the first state in the Corn Belt to recover. She beat 
her way back because her fanners took off their 
coats and went to work. "When corn was as low as 
27 cents a bushel, Nebraska solved the problem by 
feeding the crop, the'price of pork being relatively 
high. In this state the farmers again turned to dairy 
herds and poultry flocks. A year ago the poultry, 
eggs, cream and butter sold in this state brought in 
a. sum nearly equal to that which would have been 
realized from the sale of the entire corn crop on the 
cash market, and $20,00" 000 in excess of the amount 
Nebraska realized from either wheat or oats. 


Just twenty days before this dispatch was sent to 


The Post, the farm loan companies doing business 
in this state gave convincing testimony of the finan- 
cial conditions in Nebraska, Farm settlements aro 
made on March 1. According to the banking and 
Investment concerns, settlements were made more 
promptly and more satisfactorily than any time in 
the last ten years. 
The head of one investment 


house in Omaha, with extensive loans throughout tha 
state, said larger cash payments were made than 
any time in the last thirty years. 
• * * 


The agitation which has been noticeable in recent 


weeks, and which has been responsible for much un- 
favorable and unfounded publicity in eastern papers, 
originated from the belief that the 1925 corn crop 
in Nebraska, although larger, would bring in less 
zhoney than the 1924 crop. 


The real facts disprove this prevalent impression. 
Nebraska raised 192,000,000 bushels of corn in 1924, 


the final estimates of the government bureau show. 
Approximately 61,000,000, or 32 per cent of it was sold 
as cash corn, at an average of SO cents a bushel, or a 
total of $48,000,000. The remainder was fed to horses 
and breeding stock" and to grain finished stock, net- 
ting, according to 
the 
best 
information, about 


$91,700,000. The total 1924 crop was worth $140,500,000. 


In 1925 Nebraska raised 236,000,000 bushels of corn. 


Of this crop, 26 per cent, or 61,000.000 bushels was sold 
or is to be sold as cash corn. That which was sold 
during December, January and February averaged 60 
cents a bushel. Approximately 40 per cent of the 
corn disposed of on the cash market had moved from 
tho farm by March 1, or 24,000,000 bushels, netting 
$14,400,000. The remainder. 37,000,000 bushels, which 
will be sold at a figure not less than 50 cents a bushel, 
•will bring $18,500,000. The 175.000,000 bushels, which 
•will be fed in this state to-live stock, will average 
90 cent* a bushel, or will have a total value of $157,- 
600,000.* On this" basis 
the crop should be worth 


5190,400,000 or an average of SO cents a bushel. 


If these computations are correct, and they com* 


from the best source, Nebraska's 
1925 corn crop 


should b« worth $40,000,000 more than the 1924 crop. 


The least that may be said is that a true analysis 


of Nebraska conditions presents an entirely different 
picture than that of a state, which has lost $100,000,000 
through the failure of "polltlclans'l to effect a mar- 
velous "cure-all" for economic ill*. Nebraska will 


Uko cure of herself if the politicians will leave her 
alone. She has succeeded in a. fair meature in the 
past and she has no fear* for tb« future. 


A NEIGHBORLY CONTINENT. 


It is probably not generally known, but a foreign 


government owns a railroad located and operated in 
the United states, and from the operation of which 
that government reaps rich profits. The railroad is 
the Grand Trunk which is the property of the Canadian 
govenrnent. Furthermore, under Its present charter 
the Grand Trunk I* not liable to the general tax 
laws of the state of Michigan, in which state one of 
its branches is operated. 
. s 


Just at present, however, the Michigan legislature 


is being asked to ratlfv an agreement between the 
railroad and Michigan, whereby the former surrenders 
its ninety-two year old charter and a branch line in 
return for a new right of way. 


According to a statement in the Chicago Tribune 


the state is to finance the new line and the railway 
is to make repayment at the rate of $200,000 per year ' 
As soon as the payments are completed the railroad 
will start paying taxes into the state treasury. 


The Michigan Central Railway company operates a 


line between Detroit and Niagara Falls on the Cana- 
dian side, and this is one of the very few railroads 
owned by a foreign corporation operated within tha 
Borders of another nation. In Europe the railroad 
lines terminate at the frontiers and not even the pri- 
vately owned lines cross over into the other country. 
In the United States, however, a road owned by an- 
other government is permitted. 


Such conditions as these cannot be comprehended 


by ^uropeans, but fortunately things are different in 
North America. There has never beun any thought 
of fortifying the border between the United States 
and Canada, because there has never been any ne- 
cessity for anything of the kind.v The people on each 
side of the line are just as neighborly as those of 
adjoining states in this Union and there is every 
reason to believe that they always will be. In fact 
there is not as much of jealousy as there is between 
ertain sections of this country. We are all fellow 


North Americans and what helps one must to a very 
great extent help the other. It's a fairly neighborly 
continent on which we are fortunate enough to live. 


A HIGHWAY 
EXPERIMENT.

.horoughfare Ninth street from South to High has 
been chosen by the city council to be graveled. 6urb- 
ng and guttering will be constructed the same as 
hough the street were paved.

' HE number of automobiles owned in Nebraska has, since 1924, 
been increased by approximately 30,000, it is estimated. 


In 19^4 there were 277,449 passenger automobiles registered

The gain indicated between the two years is 24,267. The most 
conservative estimates now add several thousands, probably more 


than 330,000 cars are now owned in Nebraska. 


These fijrures-, however, do not take into account the trucks owned in the 


state manvSf which are operated on farms.

In 1925 this number had been augmented by 5,737 mak- 


hig a total of 37,003.

Since 1920, it is estimated, the number of farm-owned automobiles has in- 


creased by 15 per cent. 
Nine per cent of this gain was made between 1924 


and 1925 
The 1926 registration, according to estimates made by the state 


motor vehicle bureau, is expected to show another increase of 15 per cent. 


The gain in the number of motor trucks operated shows an even, greater 


percentage, the; net gain b'eing 18.3 per cent, in individual registration. 


• In the five year period since 1920, according to figures recently compiled, 


farm-owned trucks have-increased in number 62 per cent.

signal, -whether he -tvas cutting left 
corner, -whether he was cutting in, 
•whether he was backing, whether 
he drove off the roadway, whether 
he passed a standing street car,

2g.—An attitude of fair play on the 
part of all motorists as a, substi- 
tute for increasing 
legislation to 


combat the lack of respect some 
drivers show for the rights of 
others is advocated by the "Ameri- 
can Automobile association. 


Thos. P. Heiwy. president of the 


A. A. A., commenting on the need 
for 
mutual consideration of the 


comfort and safety of one's fellow 
motorists, declares that all drivers 
of motor cars mutf play fair with 
each other It the street and hljh- 
\vay safety" program is to be *w- 
cesaful. 
It 
makes possible, he 
says, the remedy o£ traffic hazards 
by realizing one's moral obligations 
instead of resorting to wider police 
supervision. 


The A. A. A, head, who made 
several long distance motor trips in 
1925 to secure first-hand informa- 
tion, had plenty of opportunity to 
rote instances of the lack of cam- 
araderie on the highways. One of 
the most annoying: features ob- 
served during these trips was the 
reluctance of local drivers to allow 
through traffic to pass them. 


Do Not Give Way. 
"The motorist -who .does not give 


way and 
move over to his own 
side of the road when a driver in 
the rear sounds his horn is not 
merely a violator of motor vehicle 
legislation in most stales but a 
menace to others who must drive 
with him," says 3Ir. Henry 
""We 
observed many instances of this 
fault on our trips. I believe it is 
the 
experience of long' distance 


tourists everwhere. Too many local 
drivers seem to have the impres- 
sion that the rr\an who attempts- to 
pass merely wants to demonstrate 
the- superiority of his car. 
"There 
is "no law to compel a 
driver to go into second gear on a 
hill if he cannot maintain a reason- 
able rate of speed on the upgrade, 
but m the 
interests 
of his own 


safetv and the convenience of oth- 
ers who use the roads he is moral- 
ly^obligated to maintain a fair rate 
of speed. If a car is crawling along- 
in high gear, the man 
behind is 
tempted to risk passing when the 
approach of other cars makes this 
hazardous. It is not fair to other 
users of the road for any driver to 
struggle along in high gear when 
he has a second gear at his dis- 
posal 
Such a motorist is as much 


a mcnuct a» the man who mistaken 
Ihe highway for a speedway. 
In order to contribute to the 


general safety of the highways.- the 
progressive and 
thinking ' drtvtr 
must go out of his way to compen- 
sate for 
another's unintentional 


miscalculation." Mr. Henry sayu. 
"It frequently happens that a mo- 
tor will begin to fail a driver just 
as he la trying to pans another car. 
Under ordinary conditions it might 
be simple enough for him to drop 
back but should another car b« fol- 
lowing clone behind and a second 
car approaching, the situation at 
once becomes dangerous. That is 
the ttme the driver ot the car be- 
ing overtaken must slow down 
in 
order that the passing driver can 
get ahead as he had first planned. 


Do Not Sound Herns. 
"Many experienced drivers tell 


me that they find so many motor- 
Istis who are unwilling to let them 
pass that they have been obliged to 
form a habit of not sounding their 
horns until they are almost past. 
The driver who does n'ot want to 
give way then has less opportunity 
to step on the gas. This doubtless 
may work out well enough as a 
matter o£ technique in driving, but 
from the safety standpoint it must 
be considered as a real hazard. 
There would be serious trouble if 
the 
unwarned driver 
suddenly 


made a left trn. 
"Only through 
emphasizing the 


need for fair play can progress be 
made In highway safety. It Is Im- 
possible to develop a law enforce- 
ment policy so perfect as to apply 
to every one "of the thousands of 
miles of heavily traveled high-ways. 
The Improvement must come from 
the motorists themselves. 
They 


must play fair with each other."

count, giving their automobiles tno 
benefit of an intensive check up. 
This not only greatly benefits the 
car but has the added advantage 
of offering the man of the house 
something to do in that trying[per- 
iod when his presence In the house 
is quite undesired by the women- 


°-\Vintcr is the hardest season of 
all for the motor car. It's hard on 
every 
unit — carburetor, battery, 
starter, generator, 
engine, tires, 


brakes, etc, carry their heaviest 
loads in the sea*m of low tempera- 
tures, rough traveling, long nights, 
and hard usage. 
At tha end of the winter, an au- 
tomobila is certain to be Improved 
•by a few simple operations that 
remedy the ill-effects of the cold- 
weather running. Some of the things 
done to a car to make It operate 
effectively in the winter 
actually 


handicap it when warm weather 
comes, and the driver should coun- 
teract these effects early in the 
spring. 
.. 
Non-freeze solutions of any sort, 


no matter how effective, are not so 
good for the engine and cooling sys- 
tem as plain water. Therefore, In- 
stead of merely draining the system 
and refilling with water, the spring 
cleaning should include a thorough 
check-up on the entire cooling sys- 
tem. Especially should the rubber 
water connections be 
Inspected. 


Make sure that the Inside of the 
hose is smooth and clear, so as not 
to obstruct the 
flow 
of 
water. 
Flabby 
connections 
should 
be 


thrown away. 
• 
Radiator Cleaning. 


Both the radiator and the cy'in- 


fier block should 
be 
thoroughly 


flushed out, to remove sediment and 
scale. This can best be done with 
the hose connections removed, let- 
ting the water flow directly from 
a hoie through the radiator and 
the cylinder block. If much scale 
Is present, fill the radiator with \v a- 
ter containing a small quantity of 
•oda or lye, then running the en- 
gine for a. short time to loosen the 
scale and rust. After using this 
solution, caro must be taken to 
flush out the entire system thor- 
oughly with clear water. 
Not only should the engine oil be 


changed, but the oil pan should be 
removed, scraped, cleaned with ker- 
osene or gasoline, and thoroughly 
dried. 
Similarly, the transmission and 
the rear axlo housings should be 
cleaned thoroughly. Many motorists 
fill these units with a light oil for 
winter use, to insure easy flowing 
al very low 
temperatures. For 


warm weather use, there 
Is no 
need to go to the other extreme. 
Thick, heavy, oils are not essential. 
Light oils are best, but if they are 
too light, they will leak from the 
housings. That is the test; if it 
leaks, it's too light. Use an 
oil 
just heavy enough to prevent leak- 
Ing; 
there Is no advantage in heav- 
ier lubricant. 
All screens and 
strainers of 


course, should be cleaned. They 
are to be found in the engine oiling 
system, in the vacuum tank, and in 
the fuel line. 
Tho entire fuel line should be 
cleaned out—a simple job when 
compressed air is used. 
Change Carburetor. 
Very likely your carburetor was 
set for a rich mixture for the cold 
weather. 
You'll save gasoline and 
get better performance if you have 
the carburetor adjusted to give a 
leaner mixture. This is best done 
by service station experts. 
Don't forget your battery. It •« ill 
need attention oftener when the 
weather gets warm. 
Evaporation 


is slower in the winter, and rapid in 
the summer. Have it inspected 
now, 
made correct, then keep It 
that way by regular attention.

to Scwe Wooden Bridge 


LEXINGTON, Ky.—A controversy 
hat promises to extend far beyond 
he fa-orders of the state has started 
n Kentucky over the Camp Nel- 
son bridge, the longest single bpau- 
wooden cantilever structure in the 
world and one of the oldest bridges 
of any kind In America. 


The state highway commission 


has decided that the bridge, already 
closed to traffic because it Is con- 
sidered danger-cms, must be torn 
down and replaced with a. modern 
structure. Many of the people of 
:ho Blue Grass section, resenting 
he proposed destruction of one of 
he state's most famous landmarks 
and backed by a firm of bridge en- 
gineers that declares the' bridge 
could be repaired for a relatively 
small amount, want the old bridge 
retained. 


The bridge, a wonderful example 


of early American craftsmanship 
and engineering, was built In 1S3S. 
Vith a span of 240 feet, it crosses 
the Kentucky river, high above the 
water le\el, at one of the lowest 
points along the far-famed Pali- 
sades. The sides and the flooring 
are of Avood and along the middle 
runs a wooden partition dividing1 
the two lines of traffic. 
In Civil war days uncounted 
thousands of Union and Confeder- 
ate soldiers marched across the 
bridge on f-oot or clattered across 
on horseback as first the Union 
troops and then Morgan's men 
gained the ascendancy in the Blue 
Gcass. Nearby -n-as Camp Dick 
Robinson, a famous old federal 
camping ground. 
It has seen the gradual decline 


of the buggy, the "rockaway" and 
the wagon, and the rapid increase 
in automotive traffic. In recent 
years it has been used and admired 
by many thousands of tourists to 
and from Florida and other paits 
of the south, who have spread its 
fame all over the nation 


A mass meeting, attended by 


many hundreds of Blue Grass citi- 
zens, was held in the open air near 
the bridge on a Sunday. Despite 
the chill >of the atmosphere, the 
speakers aroused enough heat ra 
their audience to induce them to 
pass unanimously a resolution de- 
manding that the old bridge be re- 
paired and that an old landmark 
be saved. Civic organizations also 
are taking up the fight

Clutch Care. 
Cars that are used in cities or 


heavy traffic where there is much 
shifting of gears, should have the 
clutch thrust greased often. "Where 
the grease cup is on the. floor 
boards, the flexible tube that car- 
ries the grease to the bearings 
should be examined. Every time the 
clutch is thrown out, this flexible 
tube moves with the pedal and Is 
apt to be broken from 
constant 


bending. 


The Overheated Pitton. 
Pistons in a new engine run at a 
high rate of speed and the wearing 
process is so- rapid that the parts 
become overheated .which, in turn, 
makes them wear still more rapid- 
ly, thereby generating 
still more 
heat. To prevent this excessive 
wear ,oil should be changed fre- 
quently to keep a film of lubricanc 
between the piston and the cylin- 


der wall. A piston will expand un- 
til it sticks in the cylinder and 
this -results in scored 
cylinder 


walls.

Generator Connections. 


Electric generator connections to 


the storage battery should be posi- 
tive pole of generator to positive 
pole of battery, negative pole of 
generator to negative of the bat- 
tery. If these conections were re- 
versed in some elctric systems the 
polarity of the 
generator 
would 
simply reverse, in others the cut- 
out switch of the generator would 
open and close repeatedly, causing 
sparking and1 eventually sticking 
of the cutout switch points. In this 
case the battery would discharge. 
In any system a reversal of con- 
nections would cause a 
reverse 
reading of the ammeter at the 
dash.

Proper Lublication of Spring*. 
The easy riding qualities o£ the 
car depends almost entirely upon 
the proper care of springs, as re- 
gards lubrication. "When ^the spring 
is depressed it will straighten to 
some extent, and as each leaf of 
the spring has straightened as has 
the whole, there will be a sliding 
of leaves on one another. It is well 
to use the grease cups oftn, at least 
once a week, even though the car is 
little used, as the grease may mix 
with dirt or rust and solidify. In this 
way it will prvent the grease get- 
ting on the outer surface of the 
pin. A constant turning over on the 
grease cup will prevent this. The 
leaves of the spring are best lubri- 
cated by graphite grease. "Jack us 
the frame of the car so that the 
wheel Is just off the ground and 


hangs on the spring. With a flue 
screwdriver or a special tool made 
for this purpose pry open the bot- 
tom leaf, and with a thin kitchen 
knife, smear the graphite gre&.so or 
paste 
between 
the 
two 
botom 


leaves. Then take the next leaf and 
uo. on. 


To Start Cold Engine. 


, When starting- a cold engine, lot 
it run for a minute or two at a 
speed slightly above its idling speed 
and with the spark retarded. It is 
always injurious to race an engine, 
and Particularly so when it is cold. 
The oil being thick, does not cir- 
culajte freely* and the gasoline is 
not thoroughly vaporized: Warming 
the engine up slowly will repay for 
the extra time and effort. • 


White lines are painted on high- 
ways to warn motorists of curves, 
hills and intersections. Careful mot- 
orists will observe the warning by 
keeping to the right of the curve 
and hill lines and slowing up at an 
Intersection where eo warned. It Is 
not, however, a violation to cross 
the line unless the operator of the 
motor vehicle attempts to do so in 
passing a motorist proceeding In the 
same direction on a hill or curve 
where the view is obscured for 200 
feet ahead. 


An oil rectifier on an engine Is a 
device whicbA atoinatically 
drains 


off any gasoline that finds its way 
into the crafikcase and in this way 
prevents dilution. 


Batteries that do not hold a 


charge or that are run down quick- 
ly should be overhauled. Sometimes 
the separators between the plates 
crack1. If they are replaced the sedi- 
ment washed out of cells and plates

a fuafe—every few days. Remem- 
ber that 4 pounds loss of pressure In 
a balloon tire of a certain sire, for 
which the correct pressure may be 
30 pounds, is Just as serious as the 
loss of two or three times ; that 
much/in a high pressure tire of a 
corresponding size. 


Overloading. 


Avoid overloading your tires— 


and when it is absolutely unavoid- 
able help the tire to handle the 
extra load by putting in more air. 
If the overloading- Is likely to be 
continuous change your tires for 
larger ones. 


R*pid Tr««d Wear. 


Anything which • causes a tire to 
drag with more or less side motion 
instead of running true, will grind 
the rubber thread away faster than 
is normal. Check your car over to- 
day to see whether yo'u are losing 
tire service because of any of/ the 
various . forms of wheel irregulari- 
ties. These include misalignment, 
improper camber, wobbles, etc., and 
may result from a bent axle, a bent 
steering knuckle, a loose wheel 
bearing, a broken spring, a bent 
spindle or a rim unevenly placed 
•on a, wheel. A brake which drags 
will cause rapid tread wear also. 


stem should be tightly screwed 
down, as should the valve cap. 
Keep your spare tubes where they 
will not be chatted or Injured by 
grease or oil. 


Rim Trouble. 
Take a careful look to see that 


your rims may not be causing you 
the loss of some service from your 
tires. Make sure chat they are true 
so the tire runs without a -wobble. 
See that the flanges are not bent 
or badly rusted which might cause 
them to chafe the side of the'tire. 


"Ston«-bruiw*" 
Probably no one thing causes tiros 
to be scraped beBore they have 
given full service more than a break 
or crack in the fabric body of the 
tire, commonly called a "stone- 
bruise." A stone-bruise" is usually 
the result of the fabric inside of the 
tire being forced sharply . down 
against the steel rim. Most of such 
accidents can be traced to your 
tires not being sufficiently inflated 
or your srlking some projection, in 
che road at high speed. Striking 
the curb sharply -when turning a 
corner or turning at high speed. 
Striking the curb sharply when 
turning a corner or turning around 
in the street is also responsible foi 
many "stone-bruises." Usually the 
cire can be saved if. such injuries 
are promptly repaired by a good 
vulcanizer.

Sharp stones and pieces of glass, 


tin or the sharp edges of a switch 
point will cut into the toughest 
kind of a tire tread. The flexing 
action of the tire enlarges such 
cuts. Road dirt and moisture en- 
ter and eventually cause separation 
of the rubber tread from the fabric 
carcass of the tire. 
Look your tires over at least 
every week. Clean such cuts and 
fill them with plastic patching rub- 
ber which you may get from any 
tire dealer. 


Side Wall Wear. 
Scraping a tire against curbs 


when turning a corner or when 
parking or careless driving over 
frozen rutty roads sometimes wil' 
wear the rubber off the sidewall 
and expose the fabric carcass. Wa- 
ter and dirt then enter and rapid 
destruction of the tire results. Such 
sidewall 
injuries 
on your tires 
ought to be repaired promptly by 
an experienced vulcanizer.

a. great deal toward lengthening1 the 
life of tires. Learn the correct air 
pressure for tires and check it witu 
a guage every, few days. Remember 
that four pounds loss of pressure 
in a balloon tire of 'a certain size, 
for which the correct pressure may 
be 30 pounds, is just as serious an 
the loss of two or three times that 
much in a high pressure tire of a 
corresponding size. Anything which 
causes a tire to drag- with more or 
less side motion instead of running' 
true, will grind the rubber tread 
away faster than is normal. See 
that skid-chains are not so tight 
that they gouge into the thread and 
fabric carcass of the tire. 
Sharp 
stones and pieces of glass, tin, or 
the sharp edges of a switch point, 
will cut into the toughest kind of a 
tire thread. Look tires over at least 
every week. Clean such cuts and f 1 
theni with a plastic patching- rubber

gether. 


The body would b« too hea-vy for 


the axle or there "would be some 
other defect of this nature.

manufacturers are still forced 
to 


follow this method. But not so

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High School Graduation Requirements 


For Both Sexes Now Include Athletics 


And graduation isn't all a qucs- at some date to have a. class in hy- 


tion of enough math marks and 
Greek grades. 
It was once—but that waa in th« 
rood old days. 
Now Marys furrowing that school 
girl complexion with wrinkles as 
she ponders . by the midnight elec- 
tricity wondering whether or not 
she's hit the basket enough times to 
get her credit in basket ball, and, 
did she spend too much time on 
Tommy and not enough with ten- 
nis? 
And Tommy's suffering with her, 
the same mental pangs of doubt. 
Nd cramming will help him over 
this hurdle, and when it comes to 
graduating on golf, he 
doesn't 


know. 
Has he .enough holes to 
make one whole diploma, with 
Tommy on the gilded line? 
Lincoln high school seniors are 
growling pallid and pale with cogi- 
tation, and thinking that life was 
never before like this. 
And all because this year for the 
first time, athletics are one of the 
powers behind'.graduation. Where 
once the lowly Athletic was just 
something 
offered to 
the 
high 
school youths and maidens, now it 
has a dignity all its own. and un- 
less it receives sufficient attention 
it can rise up and keep one forlorn 
senior in high school-for another 
semester, or two semesters, or 
numbers of semesters until he had 
done his holes or sets or baskets or 
miles. 
Athletic'Graduation Department. 
A • certain amount of athletics 
were compulsory last year,.but this 
is the first year they've become a 
graduation requirement. 
The boys take to the idea like 


children to 'a mud puddle. If the 
high school could rent a. half dozen 
gryms, open a series of golf courses, 
install a block of swimming pools, 
and open an infinite number of foot 
ball 
fields?, the 
boys would be 
happy. The easiest credit they've 
ever gotten, say they,—"credit doin' 
Bompin you like to-'do, gawsh!" 
But the eternal feminine we ever 


have with us! 
Swimming- is. hard on those dollar 
marcels, and- it doesn't mix 
well 
•with the brliliantine on these ear- 
exposing, forehead showing cuts. 
- Basket throwing is ruinous to 
complexions by the box. 
Gym is a nuisance—that dressing 
and undressing, and "never more'n 
about a minute-to set all your 
clothes on." 
And who. can rhapsodise about a 
shining baseball 
curve, when a 
shining nose is discouraging the 
sun's best efforts? 
lt'« a Hard. Life. 
It's a hard life for the ladies, 
what with them having- to decide 
between beauty and a diploma. 
Now if It were the beast, they could 
vamp him, 
but no beauty 
ever 
vamped a diploma from a hard 
hearted school. 
This idea of compulsory athletics 


for 
graduation 
is comparatively 
new in the Lincoln higrh school, and 
it is very novel for high schools. 
No other public school in the coun- 
try has compulsory athletics, and 
Coach W. H. Brown at the high 
school is receiving' all kinds of in- 
quiries relative to the subject. 
One man. in Apponaug, R. I., 
wants to start the same thing in 
his. school .and he's going to use 
JJncoln high school as his example. 
Bvansville, Ind., is casting a specu- 
lative eye at the idea, and con- 
templating: giving the 
boys and 
girls in the high 
schools a little 
physical , tralnfing 
and 
athletic 
coaching as a requisite to a com- 
mencement frock or suit. 
The girls may groan and the boys 
may beam, but whatever ' they do, 
there were SOO of them 'took some 
form of compulsory athletics in the 
high school last semester. Regis- 
tration for the spring- sports is just 
taking place at the present mo- 
ment, but it appears that that num- 
ber will be equalled for this semes- 
ter.The boys are required to take 
eight hours of physical training for 
graduation and the girls 8.5 hours 
—though I can't tell you why the 
ladles have the extra burden, ex- 
cept that it is the way of life. 
Tne required hours for the- girls 


are divided into four hours of gym- 
nasium work, 2.5 hours of home 
nursing, and the other two after- 
school sports, 
including 
soccer, 


hockey, basket ball, base ball, danc- 
Ing, swimming, hiking, tennis, golf, 
volley ball, indoor base ball, track 
and field. 
For the boys. 4 hours are devot- 
' cd to floor work, 2 hours to sprts, 
and 2 hurs are optional. It Is hoped 


glen for the optional hours but 
at thla time the boys take either 
gymnasium or sports to make ths 
credit. 
They have their choice m 
football, 
basket ball, base ball, 
track and field, tennis, .golf, and 
swimming. 
Football, 
of course, holds tint 


place. There are eight teams with 
12,- 18, or 20 boys eligible for each 
team, formed into a regular league. 
The first, squad is composed of 25 
men, including the 'regulars and the 
subs, and the second team includes 
about-an equal number. About 100 
are out for track credit, 150 for

base ball, SO tor swimming. 48 to* 
tennis, and IS for golf. 


The boys can play their tennis 
or golf on any of the courses or 
courts In the city. In tennis, they 
are asked to sign a blank, have it 
countersigned by the partner and 
one opponent, attesting to the num- 
ber of seta, and turn It In to the 
coach. Golf is handled in a similar 
manner. 


To secure football credit ft boy 
•must come out for practice three 
times a week for ten weeks. The 
basket ball season Is twelve weeka 
and credit Is given for 30 games. 
Track and field credit Is .given for 
three nights weekly lor ten weeks, 
eolf for 590 holes, tennis for 90 sots, 
and swimming for 30 swims of 40 
minutes each. 
\ 


For the grirls, one-half hour sport 
credit is given for 
every sport. 
Each one must attend 15 practices 
to receive credit, which means ap- 
proximately appearing two times a 
week lor eight weeks. The season 
ends in a meet or tournament for 
each sport. 


One hundred girls are registered 


for soccer, 75 for hockey, 175 for 
dancing, Ij76 for swimming, and ISO 
for basket ball. Base ball, track, 
and tennis, and advanced swim- 
ming registrations are being taken 
now, and figures were not avail- 
'able for these sports, although it is 
estimated the track and base ball 
registrations will number at least 
100 each. 
Last year the girls were allowed 
to report their own sets of tennis, 
but tennis playing Is to be checked 
more closely this year. Miss Elva 
Gates, head of the gymnasium de- 
partment at the high school, is to 
have tennis classes on the muni- 
cipal courts, and tennis to be a 
scientific sport for the girls, here- 
after. 
The enrollment !n sports 
has 


doubled within two years, and every 
sport has an 
enrollment larger 
than the school has equipment, 
room, or time to care for. Ten 
coaches "are caring for the boys' 
and the girls' athletics under the 
new conditions.

Soviet In Arctic Landi. 
(Portland 
Oregonian.) 


Lieutenant "Wade speaks of the 


"menace of a Bolshevik base in the 
Arctic Basin." Perhaps it is a real 
menace, if land is there, and duo 
cognizance should be taken of even 
remote possibilities. Yet the men- 
ace of the Russ really has never 
amounted to a great deal. For long 
it was thought that imperial Kussia 
had designs on the British posses- 
sions and protectorates in Asia, and 
the youngest subaltern dreamed of 
the day %\hen he might lead a com- 
pany against the shaggy invader. 
It was believed, too, that imperial 
Russia had equally sinister designs 
on European territory, but nothing 
came of it 
The defeat of the Rus- 


siane by the Japanese was decisive, 
and e'-en the prior demoralization of 
the czar's armies did little save to 
contribute to an inevitable result. 
The defeat of Imperial Russia in 
the World War by German and Aus- 
trian arms was augmented by rev- 
olution, yet the day already was go- 
ing against the Russ. Indeed, the 
Russian appears 
peculiarly 
sus- 


ceptible to demoralization in mo- 
ments of national stress; and it is 
at least logical to surmise 
that 


should the Soviets lead their armies 
into war, midway of the conflict 
they might find themselves over- 
thro%vn by their own troops. They 
are a mercurial people, as North- 
erners go, the Russians, and this 
is best explained by the strong tinge 
of the Orient that is in their blood 
One le warranted in believing that 
"the Russian menace" has always 
been considerably exaggerated. 


It is likely that the soviet govern- 


ment aspires to north polar domin- 
ion, and for military reasons. It is 
desirable that this plan, if it exists, 
should be frustrated by American 
discovery, if discoveries await. But 
no grave national peril impends, in 
any case. One suspects that a pro- 
tracted experience of the polar chill 
would Cool even the fiery ardor of 
that pre-eminent soviet shirt-waver, 
one Trotzky.

some were in 
this country but a few weeks when 
admitted, to the almshouse. There 
is a lack of medical attention and 
this is not because the inmates are 
ill but because they are old and 
full of aches and pains. Farm work 
cannot be carried on as all are too 
old to do this kind of work. 


Mrs. A. E. Sheldon gave an ex- 


cellent report on the 
financing 


scheme of the public school. She 
began with the introduction of 
schools Into the territory In 1861. 
When Nebraska 
became a state 


3,000,000 acres of land were set 
aside for school 
land; 
the six- 
teenth and thirty-sixth section in 
each township. Mrs. Sheldon's re- 
port gave clearly where the money 
comes from and where it goes, in 
the whole educational system of 
Nebraska.

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Treatment of Diseases of Animals is 


Parallel to That Given Human Beings 


The waiting room was crowded. 


Not that there were so many pat- 
ients, but a sick cat and a dog 
with a goitre glaring, at each other 
from- 
their 
respective 
benches 


make a small room seem quite full 
up. 


The cat's session in the doctor's 


room' came first. It' turned out that 
pussy had a bad throa*. as a result 
of the grippe. It was having an at- 
tack of the same ep.demic that 
was making life miserable for a 
grr»at number of humans at the 
present time.. 


After due examination of heart, 


lungs and throa. the doctor asked 
his patient's owner what pussy had 
been eating. The cat haJ not been 
able t-o eat for two or three days. 
was thirsty all of the time and tried 
to drink but couldn't. The family 
had even gone so far as to feed it 
an eggnog via an eye dropper, but 
the cat did not receive enough 
nourishment from that and there 
was fear of its starvving t-o death. 
Medicine was wrapped up in a small 
box with instructions to give the 
cat a dose every two hours in hot 
water, with other instructions as 
to What to feed it to keep it alive 
until its troat was well. 


Fancy a cat having the grippe! 
Yes, and fancy a dog having a 


goitre—that's even more strange. 


Have Human Diseases. 


Somehow one never thinks of an 


animal having the same disease as 
a human, and yet, according to 
some of the veterinarians in the 
city, there are any number of dis- 
eases and aliments that are com- 
mon both with humans and animals. 


The grippe, • sore tjiroat and all, 


is one -of them. Goitre is another in- 
creasing disease in both humans 
and animals, and the treatments is 
almost identically the same. Medi- 
cinal treatment is gU en if the goitre 
is not too far advanced in the ani- 
mal, and is useful only in -what is 
called the cystic goitre. The treat- 
ment consists in administration of 
iodine eUher internally in be form 
of iodide potassium of iodide of 
sodium in moderate dT=e>- R'ecent 
ly the thyroidin tablets have been 
given to animals in medicinal treat- 
ment with apparent success. As in 
humans if the goitre can nof be scat- 
tered or it is malignant, then sur- 
gipn1 i-pTi-mnnt Is necessary. The 
goitre operation is considered one 
of the most dangerous operations 
in animals because of the great 
blood-vessels, recurrent nerve and 
other vital parts in the vicinity of 
the goitre. 
x 
Pneumonia Is a very common and 


ordinary disease in the animals, as 
it Is in humans. Sometimes it is 
fatal and sometimes not. it depends 
upon whether -or not treatments 
is given in time. Mastoid trouble 
is common in the lower animols, 
and iurgical treatments is about 
the only remedy. 


Diseased teeth arc common In 


animal1?, also They suffer from ul- 
cerated and absesscd teeth just as 
their owners do, and in New York, 
according to the doctors, veterinar- 
ians aie ti eating them just as den- 
tists treat the teeth of humans. 
They are filled and bridged, and 
crowned, and when the occasion de- 
mands, pulled. However in the ivest 
so the doctors say, tho easiest and 
safest way is to pull the diseased 
teeth -of the animal. 


And Hardening of Arteries. 


Many a dog and cat, and other 


animals as well, ha\ e bronchitis, 
and a great many others of them 
have all sorts of heart trouble. 
Leakage of the heart Is one of the 
most common, and valvular trouble 
is often found. Who would ever 
suspect a dog or cat or horse of 
having hardening of the arteries? 


They do, and that isn't all .Th£y 


have all kinds of stomach disor- 
ders, and they have calncers and 
tumors 
that can 
not be distin- 


guished microscopically from those 
found in humans. The lower animals 
have no appendix so appendicitis 
Is one affliction they escape. They 
have a disease similar to the mumps 
and other similar to small pox 
They 
have 
indigestion, 
cerebral 


meningitis, eczema, Intestinal cat- 
arrh, gastric catarrh, larynigltis, 
sinus trouble, Brights' disease and 
other kidney infections. They hai e 
rheumatism, muscular and about 
all other kinds as well; they have 
dropsy, paralysis, appoplexy, epi- 
lepsy, St. Vitjs dance, alapecln, or 
falling out of the hair, ring worm, 
clephantiosas, or thickening of "the 
skin, gall stones, jaundice, harden- 
ing of the liver, fatty degeneration 
of the liver, insanity tuberculosis, 
•which is common in all animals, 
even poultry are subject to it, 
glanders— even a tape worm. • 


In the majority of cases, say the 


veterinarians, . the asimals have 
much "the same treatments as the 
humans. In cases where it is neces- 
sary to operate, they do so, and the 
horse or the cow, or the dog or cat 
which ever It may be, are given an 
anesthetic even as you and I. In the 
larger animals chloroform is given, 
and ether is administered to the 
smaller ones. The anesthetic, nine 
oases out of ten. makes them sick, 
just as it does those of the human 
race, and nine dogs out of ten, ac- 
cording to the doctors are delirious 
when they come out of the anesthe- 
tic.Speaking of delirium, brings on 
the subject of insanity. 
Animals 


often act in the strangest manner 
until It is discovered what really is 
the matter with them. 
Thev will 


disobey commands when usually so 
faithful; they will grow dull and 
lifeless and 
a.ct 
peculiarlv in so 


many ways that at last their own- 
ers are forced to pronounce them 
insane. If 
they do not 
become 
vicious it is not so necessary to 
kill them, but If they do, that is the 
only safe wav. 


Operate for Magtoids. 


Mastoid 
trouble, 
while 
serious 


and painful, is cured in the animal 
by surgical operation ,and the ma- 
jority of the 
patients 
get along 


nicely. Sinus trouble is as trouble- 
some and painful in the animal as 
it is in the human, and it is treat- 
ed Just exactly the same way. The 
treatments arc more or less severe, 
bi-t the results are very satisfac- 
tory. 
Don't think for a moment that 


the dogs and cats and so fo'-th es- 
cape the croup and all k'nds of 
bronchial trouble they don't," and 
the vapor bath is just the cure for 
all of them The poor little animal 
aoesn't rcallv know what It's all 
about half of the time, but it does 
get better rapidly after the vapor 
bath which is just as efficient as 
a cure for the croup in cases of 
babtes. 
Every one has known that there 


are many diseases, not common, 
which are communicable from an 
animal to a human. These d'seases 
are rare, usually 
Tape worm, for 


instance is 
generally, 
is 
en used 


from ontlng beef or pork which has 
been infected with the worm. Many- 
diseases are communicable by eat- 
ing cither poik or 
beef, or other 


kinds of meat that 
are 
not well 


cooked, so tho doctors say. Trlch- 
enosis is another disease carried in 
pork. The parasite Is willed trlch- 
era and is (form C) (encysted) In 
the muscle of a hog Infected with

In fact it is so much 
like it that one often thinks he has 
rheumatism when he hasn't at all. 
There is no cure for the trichin- 
osis. Lockjaw is ,an infectious dis- 
ease which may be caused by eat- 
ing, meat that has the germ in i' 


One interesting feature Id that 


many diseases which are 
common 


in animals are fatal to humans, and 
that some diseases of \vhich hu- 
mans may be cured 
are fatal to 


animals, hut there are. as has been 
already named, many 
which 
are 


common in both human and ani- 
mal. 


Animals Act as Carriers. 


There are certain diseases to

bite, or from eating the meat. 
Animal hospitals throughout the

little by little with 
the

can buy, 
and no 


doubt 
the 
animal 
life 
will 
be 
somewhat 
prolonged. Reg- 
ular operating 
rooms 
furnished 
nearly as completely as those for 
humans. in the large hospitals re- 


lieve large and small animals alike 
of much suffering. One doctor ad- 
ministers the anesthetic and an- 
other doctor does the operating. 
In cases of teeth practically the 
same kind of instruments are used 
to extract the front.tooth of a dog 
or cat as the tooth oC a human, 
only, so far an anesthetic has not 
been given in such cases, to the 
animal. 


One wonders what will come' 


next for the dog and cat and the 
horse and all of the other animals 
which are really the most faithful 
of friends. Thete are homes for 
aged cats and dogs, they send the 
infirm and destitute horses to a 
nice green 
pasture 
Who knows, 


perhaps wheel chairs for the crip- 
pled animals, or spectacles, maybe 
crutches—one never can tell.

F«w Become Artist*. 


A rather careful checking of stu- 
dents who bhow modernist 
tend- 
encies reveals a surprisingly hirge 
number Who are 
deficient in the 


ordinary principles of drawing. 
A 


surprising number are also deficient 
in correlated college work. A small 
proportion of these 
may 
become 
real artists because 
modernism, 


supplies them the means of self- 
expression/but it seems clear that 
most of them are doomed to dis- 
appointment. 
,' 
The question of collectivism and 


individualism also enters into the 
mpdernist movement. The fact that 
it seems to lay little stress upon 
technical accuracy gives it a cer- 
tain democratic character. On the 
other hand, the 
products 
of the 


modernists fail to be intelligible to 
the great mass of democracy. Too 
often the modernistic painting con- 
veys a message to very few per- 
sons, and we find the painter an- 
xiously interpreting his work of art 
verbally to those who 
should 
be 


able to understand it visually. 


In spite 
of its broad tieatment 
this modern art seems to make a 
rather limited appeal. Art that does 
not appeal to the public, however, 
is not art 
in the real sense. A 
musical composition p'ayed for our 
owii| pleasure is not a woik of art. 
It becomes a work of art only when 
it is appreciated by another person. 
Art must make an rppeal in order 
to be art. If the artist is tho only 
person who can understand his own, 


j painting, manifestly that painting 
is"not art. It may be a very inter- 
esting 
form 
of 
self-expression, 


more or less useful 
to the artist, 


but 
it is not art. As Konrad 
Lange has shown in his monu- 
mental, "The Nature of Art," the 
distinction between play and art 
is that the 
former 
is 
produced 


merely for the 
pleasure of the 
agent, the latter for the pleasure of 
an audience. 
Modernism 
is still 


largely in the "play" stage. Whether 


i it is to enter into the sacred pre- 
i cincts of art will depend upon, the 
artists' ability to make an appeal 
to the public 


"Nature" Extreme. 


The art of the nineteenth century 


shows another extreme trend, due 
to a miiintreptation of the e\o- 
lutionary thcoiv. Rousseau's 
call 
"back to nature" led to the paint- 
ing of the primitive aspects of na- 
ture. This produced real joy 
for 


men had become out of patience 
with the highly conventionalized 
paintings of the past. In America, 
due to our pioneer life, this love of 
the primitive was especially strong. 


At present, critics find a strange 


absence of design in our American 
landscape painting. 
Any interna- 
tional exhibition will make this con- 
tention quite clear 
The European 


landscape paintings give evidence 
of more order and refinement This 
is due to the fact that the European 
landscape itself has more design. 
It has been made more orderly by 
the hands of numberless workers of 
the soil. In addition to this, the 
European artist has a greater sense 
of discipline, due to the 
environ- 
ment of u.n older civiii^aticii.

Parallels Modernism In Art To Jazz In Music

The last era manifested a very 


great interest in primitive life. The 
great energy devoted to the study of 
biologv in a measure accounts for 
this interest. The relations between 
human and 
animal 
life 
became 


more and more apparent. 
Quite 


especially in the field of psychology 
it was discovered that the mental 
processes of the animal and the 
savage cleaied up a 
great 
many 


battling 
facts in icg-ard 
to 
the 


thinking processes of civilized man. 
It was quite natural that we should 
seek deeper and 
deeper insights 


into our 
thinking 
processes by 


studying our primitive ancestry. As 
never before, men became inter- 
ested in archeology and mythology, 
and here again strange and inter- 
esting sidelights on 
the 
thinking 


processes of modern men and wom- 
en were revealed. 
That all of this inquiry has been 


helpful, no reasonable^, critic 
will 


deny. That it has led in some cases 
to distorted conceptions is equally 
clear. One can proceed a step be- 
yond this and assert that, in some 
cases, it has brutalized our view of 
human life. Thi scan readily be 
proved by tho closer examination 
of any specific human interest. 


The love relation, unquestionably, 


is founded 011 brute instincts, to be 
traced back to the animal state. To 
neglect the physical basts in any 
attempt to explain it Tvolud be silly 
enough, but man has lived count- 
less generations beyond the bruite 
state. The basic love instinct has 
been refined and 
splritallzed 
by 


centuries of moralizing, by music, 
by pictorial art. and by poety. Man 
has passed through 
period 
after 


period of cultural refinement. The 
beast specimens of humanity have 
their love relations refined by the 
process of education and are thus 
the heirs of ages upon ages of cul- 
tre. 
Emphasis on the Brute. 


Our present era is at fault be- 


cause it has, to 
a 
great extent, 


placed undue emphasis 
upon the 


brute stages and has lost sight ot 
the overwhelming influence 
that 


the later stages of culture repre- 
sent. It is true that art is con- 
stantly in danger of becoming con- 
ventionalized and that a return to 
nature is, from time 
to 
time, a 


most wholesome art experience. On 
'he other hand, It is also thorough- 
ly possible for art to become brut- 
alized by deviating too far away 
from the collective cultural experi- 
ences of tho world. 


Anyone who approaches the prob- 


lem of modernism seriously, can- 
not fail to see that the movement 
forms a close parallel to the ro 
mantle rebellion against classicism 
and the revolt of the impression- 
!sts. Tho whole program 
of 
art 


=eems to be based upon a constant 
re -writing of the 
principles that 


govern art. Old restrictions of the 
not cause any consternation, for it 
is the 
ever recurring process of 


rejuvenation that is taking place. 


Modernism is an attempt toward 


many things that art has attempt- 
ed 
from 
the beginning. Having 


mastered the secrets of light, he 
attempts to paint motion. Having 
learned, by careful study of 
the 


masterpieces of the past that by 
dint of its sheer beauty of design 
and Ita color combinations a great 
picture is great in spirit 
of the 


thing It portrays, tho futurist de- 
cides to throw away all imitations 
In his work and to tiso form *nd 


color independently, In order to ob- 
tain his effects Last, but not least, 
the artist is constantly surrounded 
by exact reproductions from nature 
in the way of photographs and re- 
productions, made by the many 
processes developed by 
a highly 


scientific industry. He therefore by 
sheer reaction 
seeks a 
different 


field for his art and would paint 
pictures that make 
their 
appeal 


through form and color, without 
"representing" in the old sense. 


Theory is Logical. 


All of these theories are quite 


logical and it would be foolish to 
deny that is a fairly large group 
of artists who are working on this 
problem of modernism in a 
most 


serious and satisfactory way. Nor 
is it fair to deny that a measure 
of success has already been at- 
tained. 


A visit to any representative col- 


lection of modern pictures Impress- 
es one at once with the fact that 
that the modernists are 
getting 


back to large basic things; 
that 


they are blocking out masses and 
are not wasting time on petty de- 
tails. That there Is a certain large- 
ness in this art that is again seek- 
ing its inspiration from the primi- 
tives Is evident; that there is an 
excess of this 
primitive element 


would be diflfcult to deny. 


A parallel from the field of mu- 


sic may be 
instructive. 
Ragtime 


employs the rhythm and themes of 
the negro race. A certain amount of 
real music has come out of our in- 
terest In this primitive art, but the 
vast body of ragtime, so universal- 
ly practiced a few years ago, has 
already perished. For some years 
the nation lias been tormented by 
.jazz. 
This is a comewhat higher 


form of primitive music. Music will 
ultimately incorporate more from it 
than from the ragtime 
influence 


because it is derived from a race 
more highly developed. The actual 
gam to music, of course, will be out 
of all proportion to 
the 
popular 


crazes. Any musician who would de- 
vote himself exclusively to ragtime 
or jazz would certainly 
pay 
tho 


penalty of oblivion. In this connec- 
tion it is well to remember that our 
ancestors were neither negroes nor 
south sea islanders. That ragtime 
and jazz are both exotic, that they 
do not reveal the secrets of our 
past to us. la evident. 


Indians Too Remote. 


Modernism, likewise, is constant- 


ly going astray bi placing undue 
emphasis upon the past of the In- 
dian and other savages only 
re- 


motely related to us at best. j.he 
cultural past of America lies 
in 


Europe, where man had a meas- 
ure of 
civilization 
thousands of 


years before the 
founding 
of our 


nation. 
To graft 
Indian art in- 


discriminately upon American art 
Is duplicating1 the *rror of some 
unscientific evolutionists who in- 
sist upon relating us too closely to 
the 
monkey. 
As 
Darwin 
and 


Haeckel would both admit, such 
evolutionists simply make monkeys 
of themselves. 


The modernist in painting 
offer* 


a fair parallel to the 
futurist in 


•nuslc. A generation ago, Richard 
Wagner, as a 
futurist, 
tried 
to 


break with miisicAl traditions. 
It 


must be remembered, however, that 
vA'agner's theories were far infer- 
ior to his art. That he became 
a great artl&t was, In a 
measure, 


due to the fact that he constantly 
violated the very principles that he 
defended so stoutly. 
It Is 
only 


necessary to recall how vigorously 
Wagner opposed tho Idea that mel- 
ody was of Importanco-ln music. In 


and out of season he taught that 
we bhould listen 
vertically 
and 


not horizontally. 
>.o one will de- 


ney that he greatly enriched har- 
monics, but, after till, Wagner will 
be remembered by the enchanting 
melodies which he \vrote in spite 
ot his aesthetics. 
Similarly, he 


tried to do away \Mbn solos by sub- 
stituting 
recitatifs. 
This 
was 


merely a quibbling with words, for 
recitatifs arc simply glorified solos, 
s-norn of the artificial stereotyped 
elements that had 
become 
too 


common in that mv<«cal form. 


Copying Indespensable. 


Modernists at prebent are doing 


a very* similar thiivg' when, impa- 
tient of the imitative element 
in 


their art, they refuse to "icpre- 
s.ent," in their attempt to free art 
Iron its 
supposed 
shackles. 
It 


would seem that the copying of na- 
ture is as indispen«,*D!e to art as 
melpdy is to song. The manner of 
imitation may vary 
greatly, 
but 


there -will 
always 
be a 
certain 


amount of 
Imitation. 
To throw 


away this element is as foolish as 
an attempt to throw away melody 
'.n music. We acquire our love for 
pictorial representation 
by seeing 


agreeable things. Most melodies ara 
sre based 
upon 
iimtatio; 
most 


pictures .similarly are. Whether or 
not the result! produced is to be 
ternied art depends entirely upon 
the character of the Imitation. 


A little closer study of the nature 


of limitation may clear up matters 
somewhat. 
Slavish imitation, of 


course, does not appeal to anyone. 
It is, therefore, a healthy instinct 
on the part of the artist to refuse 
to copy the minutest details in his 
l.aintmg. 
We are impatient when 


the dinner* guest recounts a story 
that we have heard before, 
with 


all of its petty details. 
If it 
be 


a good story it will stand repeti- 
tion, if the story teller can cast 
a new radiance over it by means of 
his art. The very best after-dinner 
ftories are those known by every- 
one, but 
told 
so superbly that 


everyone takes joy in the artistry 
of tho speaker. 
The 
modernist 


after-dinner 
speaker, 
however, 


would cast aside the story com- 
pletely 
and 
rely 
upon 
speech 


sounds and voice modulations 
in 


order to gain the affect generally 
produced by a good story when 
clothed 
in 
attractive 
speech 


sounds, properly mdoulated. 


Harbors Incompetent*- 


Every movement that is revolu- 
ary in character attracts to it a 
.fringe of humanity that, for 
some 


reason or other, is dissatisfied with 
the existing order. 
A glance 
Jit 


the Grainger movement or at pop- 
ulism will ratify 
anyone on this 


point. 
Tt is not to be denied that 


a certain amount of progress has 
come from these mox'ements, but it 
is equally true that they harbored 
a very large number of incompe- 
tents. 


This has been strikingly true of 


lh» new art 
movement. No -one 


will deny the substantial advances 
due to in-.pressionlsni—but 
what 


has become, of the 
so-called im- 


pressionistic paintl,.fe's that made 
cur galleries so uncomfortable 
a 


generation ngo? so be sure, hore, 
nnd there Uic galleries contained If1 
good piece of impr6.a!ontsti& work; 
but the bulk of the, pictures that 
parade under 
the 
impressionistic 


trademark have been forgotten, and 
deserve to be. Real Impressionism, 
r.s we know, required a hclghti-ncd

Earliest Nebraska Resident Living 
Observes Eighty-Second Birthday 


(Special to The Star.) 


FALLS CITY, Neb., March 27.— 


Samuel Book Bobst, who has the 
distinction of being Nebraska's old- 
est pioneer resident, will celebrate 
tomorrow his eighty-second birth- 
day at his home in Humboldt 


Mr. Bobst was born March 28, 


1SH in Indiana, and came to Ne- 
braska with his father early in the 
spring of 1854, just 
seventy-two 


years ago. 


A few years ago at a meeting: in 


Lincoln of the Territorial Pioneers 
Mr. Bobst was accorded the distinc- 
tion of being'Nebraska's oldest pio- 
neer citizen, and was presented with 
a huge cake by the society. 


It was on April 1, 1S54 that Chris- 


tian Bobst, first probate judge of 
Richardbon county, which then in- 
cluded Pawnee, Johnson and Ne- 
maha Bounties, in company 
with 


Robert Turner, Robert Archer and 
John Fisher, left their families and 
household goods in St. Joseph, and 
started west with full determina- 
tion to travel through to California 
in case the promised land ' they 
sought could not be found sooner. 


About ten days later the 
party 


had come to Baker's Fork on the 
South fork 
of the 
Nemaha, 
and 


just bevond the extreme southwest- 
ern edge of the county. The next 
day they divided in twos to look the 
country over, Christian Bobst and 
Jacob Adams started together, and 
carne to the large bluffs overlooking 
the present site of Dubois, Neb. 


They were overjoyer, Mr. Bobst 


exclaimed, "I expect to live and die 
right in that valley." 


Locates Claim. 


To reach the place they had to 


cross the Nemaha, and Mr. Bobst 
can led Mr. Adams across on his 
back. Reaching the 
other 
shore 


safely Mi. Bobst drove a stake and 
\v i ote on it "I locate my claim here, 
April 14, 1854." 


The men returned for the others 


and all staked 
out 
claims, 
pre- 


empting the land, which was paid 
lor two years later when the gov- 
ernment land office opened at Ne- i 
malm 


Mi. Bobst and Mr. Archer 
re- 


turned to St. Joseph in May 
for 


their families, and arrived back in 
"Pleasant Valley," which they had 
named their homeslte, on June 20, 
1854. 


In the fall of 1854 Shristian Bobst 


was appointed probate judge of 
Richardson 
count yby 
Governor 


Izzard. 
Xo county lines had been 


established, and his jurisdiction ex- 
tended ove,r all contiguous settle- 
ments west of the river. 
For 
a 


considerable time the whole coun- 
try 
received its 
mail at 
Judge 


Bobst's on South Ford. 


The 'pioneers immediately began 


farming, and the first corn, that 
they raised was sold to emigrants 
going west 
on the Oregon 
trail, 


which passed close to Pleasant Val- 
ley. The corn sold for $1 a bushel, 
a record for that early date. 
It 


was with the money that the men 
collected from their first corn crop, 
that they paid for their land the 
next year. 


Two years 
later, in 1S56, Mr. 


Bobst and Ins twelve year old son, 
Samuel, returned to St. Joseph to 
meet an old friend, who was going 
on a boat trip up the Missouri. The 
boat party starte dat St. Joseph 
and navigated the Missouri clear 
to Fort Benton, Mont, 
Mr. Bobst 


killed several scores of buffalo on 
the-trip. 


Hunting Buffalo. 


Omaha, as he remembers it at 


that time, consisted of two or three 
wood-cutters' shacks. 
The" wood- 


cutters eked out a living by cut- 
ting willows along the river and 
selling the wood to steamboat cap- 
tains for fuel. Mr. Bobst has killod 
buffalo in Nebraska- 
He remem- 


bers in the late fifties having killed 
three buffalo near the present site 
of Beatrice. 


Mr. Bobst enlisted in the Second 


Nebraska and later in'the Sixteenth 
Kansas during the Ovil war, and 
served throughout the rebellion. He 
was married December 7, 1873, Lo 
Miss Susie Plummer, who is still 
living. 
The Bobsts will celebrate 


their fifty-third aniversary of their 
wedding shortly before 
Christmas 


this year. He is still very active, 
and does not show his age, appear- 
ing to be not over sixty years old.

hospital and association up to De- 
cember 31, 1925, prepared by Lestsr 
M. Buckley, C. P. A., was also made 
public by Mr. Teeters. 


The audit shows that operation 


of the hospital yielded a net income 
of ?6,136.41 for the period up to 
the end of 1925, and that its total 
assets at that time were 5417,665.80. 
Real estate endowment of the hos- 
pital association was $302,771.25 and 
the Moore endowment Was valued 
at ?320,824 57. The Lincoln Hospi- 
tal association had a balance 
on 


hand, including the Moore endow- 
ment, of ?375,836.35.

Instead of leaving It free to wilt 
flowers, wither fields, ruin disposi- 
tions, blow up

houses, garages, fences, buildings, 
and fell trees, they are hoping to 
make some vlilue of It. 


If it can bo made a useful mem- 
ber of nature, then some day— 
' "Did the -wind blow hard today? 
"Oh yes—well, then, turn on the 
lights. I suppose we can have a 
little illumination this evening." 
If the wind proves intractable— 
"Goodness, did we fill the lamps 
today? We haven't had any wind 
for a week, and we haven't enough 
'juice' to boil an egg/' 
The agricultural engineering: de- 
partment at the agricultural col- 
lege is making tests of an electri- 
cal generating plant-with a wind- 
mill as the prime mover. The pres-

As there are 


only about 2,000 farm homes to- 
day served by transmission lines, 
and about 10,000 farms have motor 
generated 
electrical 
plants, 
the 
tests are not without their inter- 
est Good old Nebraska wind, al- 
ways present with more 
or less 


velocity, is the power behind the 
current, in place of the more com- 
mon motor. 


Because of the initial cost of the 
apparatus and because of the tem- 
peramental qualities of even our 
best wind, much practical beneUt 
has not been gained from the ex- 
periments, which arc 
carried 
on 


under the direction of Prof. E. E. 
Brackett of the department of ag- 
ricultural engineering, but they do 
mark a progressive step in farm 
electrification. 
Another determin- 


ing factor in the ultimate success 
or failure of the plan is the stor- 
age battery—at present the -weak- 
est point—because of its cost and 
rapid depreciation. 
When 
large 


batteries are 
obtainable at less 


cost, then wind generated electrici- 
ty may become practicable in those 
localities" where the wind is as 
regular as the dawn. 


U»e Farm Conditions. 


The experiments 
were 
started 
three years ago with an ordinary 
steel wheel type of windmill,' with 
a- 14-foot spread. A year ago the 
same tower 60 feet high, with a

street, who celebrated his second 
birthday March 11. 


10-foot wooden airplane propeller, 
was erected. It has a ISO ampere 
hour 32 volt battery, a battery of the 
type used in most farm lighting 
plants. 
When fully charged, the 


battery supplies current for five 
nights. 


At the agricultural college 
at- 


tempts have been made to subject 
the unit to the 
same 
condition:; 


that would be found on a farm. It 
has been assumed that anyone hav- 
ing electrical current desires it for 
daily use, and for that purpose a 
record has been kept of the num- 
ber of nights of service the plant 
at the farm has given. Figures of 
the approximate current used on a 
farm have been 
obtained, and in 


this test all the electricity gener- 
ated is measured through a meter 
installed in the agricultural engi- 
neering building and all the current 
that goes out to lights turned on 
each night ,in the same fashion. 


The energy is supplied to two 


35-watt 
lights 
.which burn all 


night. In a month, these two burn 
about the same amount of current 
required by the average farm fami- 
ly, or about 30 kilowatt hours per 
month. 
The lowest output since 
last July has been 17% kilowatt 
hours and the largest output was 
in December, when over 95 were 
generated. 
Within the 
July 
to 


March period, there have been fif- 
ty-one nights without lights. The 
plant does not give current where 
the wind velocity is less than 10 
miles per hour. The batteries have 
never been drained, but rather has 
the service been suspended until 


the wind has become strong enough 
to furiilsh ono night's supply. 


The similarity between an oper- 


'atlngr plant of this kind and a mo- 
tor-run plant lies in the necessity 
for a large reservoir for storing" up 
current, which Is the battery. TheiJ 
dissimilarity lies in the fact that 
the wind-driven plant cannot be 
motor-run, as, the generator is be- 
hind the wheel at the top offcvthe 
tower and cannot be operated frem 
an auxiliary source. 


"The 
solution of the rural elec- 
trical problem will not come from 
equipment of limited possibilities'," 
according to Professor Brackett. 


"The 
Increase of electrical ap- 
pliances in the farm homes hinges 
on the number of ways current can 
be used profitably. 
The cost of 
getting: a little current Is so large 
in proportion to its use that the 
the unit cost becomes very high, 
and keeps he use of the current 
down. If the current is used more 
extensively, the total cost is but 
slightly increased. 
"Practically all experiments Jiave 
shown that if people will l«arn to 
use more current, it can- be made 
to help pay its way. 
i'Ninety-eight per cent of 
the 
electrical installations are to im- 
prove living conditions. Men don't 
want them for the farm or the field, 
particularly, but rather to make the 
home more pleasant."
